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Religion and the Campaign 


The stepping up of the religious angle 


as a major issue in the presidential election 
cannot be ignored. Responsible leaders of 
both parties have disowned, and honestly 
so. the using of religion in the campaign, 
but Sen. Kennedy's Catholicism continues 
to be used as a reason for either his victory 
or defeat. The results of the religious de- 
bates could be far more damaging to the 
nation than the election of either man. 


Religion can be a valid political issue. 


Those who are concerned about the atti- 
tude toward free institutions and other 
churches by a Catholic in the White House, 
based upon the attitudes in some other 
countries where Roman Catholicism is the 
state church, have the right to ask ques- 
tions. But the queries have been answered 
by Sen. Kennedy and should have been 
earlier by an understanding of the checks 
tnd balances in our government, constitu- 


tional protections and the traditional sepa- 
ration of church and state. 


The bigotry on the part of those who 


would defeat Sen. Kennedy by any means 
now is having a reaction on the other side. 
There have been scurrilous anti-Catholic 
publications. There also has been the 
United Auto Workers newspaper which in- 
ferred that a vote against Sen. Kennedy 
would be one in favor of bigotry. A person 
who votes for either candidate because of 
his religion is a poor American and a poor 
representative of his own church. He is, by 
his ballot, denying the separation of church 
and state. 


A resolution by Reform Judaism's Com- 


mission on Social Action has pointed up 
the danger to the honor and integrity of the 
nation when it asks Americans to "repudi- 
ate the evil of religious bigotry which 
threatens to confuse and corrupt the 
democratic process." 


longer Hours for Teachers 


The resolutions committee of the Wis- 


consin Education Association, which is a 
professional society with 30,000 public 
school teachers as members, has drafted a 
resolution which, if adopted, would give 
the support of the association to the pro- 
posal for a longer school year or day. 


The suggested resolution is of interest 


because previously the association, and 
many teachers individually, have indicated 
opposition to longer days. Those support- 
ing this resolution are of the opinion that 
the opposition is principally to efforts to 
lengthen the school day without commensu- 
rate increases in the teachers' compensa- 
tion. Thus this resolution will call for in- 
creases in teachers' salaries and in state 
aid for the support of such salaries in pro- 
portion to the increase in the school days 
or in the teachers' working hours. 


Most people will agree that it would be 


unfair to increase teachers' working hours 
without increasing their pay. Furthermore, 
in all probability it would be cheaper for 
most schools to increase the pay of the 
present teachers than it would be to work 


Hunger Not Important? 


Premier Khrushchev was very careful 


during bis bombastic stay in Xew York not 
to mention the United States election or 
give any indication which presidential 
candidate he preferred.

But the Ameri- 
can election manages to get into foreign 
affairs anyway. 


The United States has introduced a 


surplus food disposal plan into the United 
Nations and last week asked for immediate 
consideration of the proposal. Basically the 
plan calls for the Food and Agriculture Or- 
ganization to act as a broker in transferring 
surplus foods from the United States and 
Canada, in particular, at low cost to coun- 
tries where the need is great. The haste in 
consideration was requested so that a reso- 
lution could reach the governing council of 
the FOA before its adjournment this week.

The practice of lengthening the present 
school day has appeared so far to be the 
most acceptable. Therefore the suggestion 
that the teachers will adopt a policy of co- 
operation toward that end is very good 
news.

careless toward human life. It is a long- 
range attitude, based upon the centuries 
rather than the immediate hour as most 
Americans see things. It is dangerous and 
one we must recognize. 


And the United States presidential elec- 


tion also is of little importance to the Rus- 
sians. They know there will be another one 
in four vears.

Lung Power, Ingenuity 
Modern Research Still Depends on 
Ancient Art of Glass Blowing 


BY LYNX POOLE

An ancient art is being prac- 


ticed in research institutions 
every day to meet the ever in- 
creasing demands of modern 
science — the art of the master 
glasshlower. 


Scientists 
depend on glass 


equipment to insure reliable 
and accurate experimental 
re- 


sults because glass has out- 
standing chemical characteris- 
tics. It resists corrosion. It can 
be made so that it will not dis- 
solve and contaminate materials 
that contact it. And it will not be 
eaten away by normal acid solu- 
tions. 


Natural Glass 


The story of .glass goes far- 


ther back than the human race 
itself. Pre-historic man found 
natural glass formed by nature 
and eventually learned how to 
turn its valuable properties to 
his own advantage. Using a bit 
of snake skin to protect his 
hand and a section of antler as 
a tool, he slowly chipped and 
flaked the giass into the forms 
and shapes essential to his way 
of life. 


According to legend, man first 


learned to make glass when 
some Phoenician sailors cook- 
ed their meal on a sandy beach 
using lumps of soda ash to sup- 
port their cooking pot- 


Awakening from an afterdin- 


ner nap. they found a shiny brit- 
tle substance that had run from 
the fire. And so they learned 
that sand and soda melted to- 
gether in intense heat produce 
glass. 


The craft of the glass artisan 


goes back to about 5000 B. C. 
when the first man-made glass 
was used as a glaze applied to 
c'ay beads. The Egyptians ac- 
quired such skill that they could 
fashion solid glass of many col- 
ors into what we would call cos- 
tume jewelry. Later they made 
the first glass containers. 


The invention of the b'owpipe 


about 300 B. C. opened the way 
to new uses of glass and by the 
sixteenth century glass blowing 
had become a flourishing in- 
dustry. w;ih early seventeenth 
ofitury settlers bringing with 
them a!i the skills and tech- 
r::cues of the glass blower's 
craft 


Still Use Lung Power 


The art remains essentially 


the same today. W;th a variety 
o! types of glass, and very spe- 


cific requirements, the glass- 
blower in scientific research to- 
day still uses lung power and a 
few simple tools, combined with 
a world of experience and pa- 
tience. 


As most other universities en- 


gaged 
in scientific research 


Johns Hopkins employs a full- 
time glassblower. He is John 
Lehman, 
whose 
father 
and 


grandfather before him were 
glassblowers, as are two of his 
brothers. He learned his trade 
as a child. 


It may seem a paradox that 


such a craftsman is needed in 
this age of automation where 
machines have replaced skilled 
hands in so many fields. But the 
needs of science are very spe- 
cial needs. The man engaged in 
research is constantly 
trying 


something new. something that 
has never been done before. 


Almost daily the master glass- 


blower is asked to build a piece 
of equipment no one has even 
seen before. And more often 
than not it will require work that 
very few glassblowers could per- 


form. Only the skill of a highly 
trained artisan can insure the 
proper results.
